Re: Audit of Accounts— Town of Newcastle 
February 16, 1947 to February 20, 1948 


Cash 
At the year end, the cash available for current ex- 
penditures amounted to $6,234.04, which amount recon- 
ciled with the bank statement furnished by the First 
National Bank of Damariscotta. 


All receipts were examined and compared with 
deposits made by the Treasurer and were found to be 
in agreement. 


Expenditures were made by check and were sup- 
ported by warrants authorized by the Selectmen. 


Accounts Receivable | 

The accounts receivable totaled $44.00, which - 

amount was due from the State for charity ex- 
penditures. 


Taxes Receivable 
The 1947 commitment of taxes of $49,703.40 was 
added and found in agreement with the records of the 
Assessors. Supplemental taxes in the amount of $201.78 
were collected. 


The taxes receivable are listed on Schedule A-12. 


Requests for verification were mailed to a repre- 
sentative number of taxpayers whose accounts were 
outstanding at the end of the year. 


Tax Liens 
The unpaid tax liens amounted to $443.59 at the 
year end. Payment received during the year were 
found to have been applied to the proper accounts. All 
tax liens on file with the Treasurer were examined. 
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Capital Reserve Fund 

A total of $1,558.53 was added to the account dur- 
ing the year, made up of the $1,500 appropriation made 
at the annual town meeting and interest earned of 
$58.53. Expenditures totaling $7,557.20 were made for 
construction of the Sheepscot Bridge. At the close 
of the year, the balance in this account amounted to 

$1,710.03 and is for School Construction. 


Notes Payable 
The notes outstanding at February 20, 1948 totaled 
$5,200 and were verified with the First National Bank 
of Damariscotta. 


Surplus 
The Appropriated Surplus represents the balance 
in certain accounts which are carried forward to the 
1948-49 year. 


The Net Deficit of $346.32 at the end of the year 
shows a net decrease of $978.16 during the year under 


examination. The analysis of this account is presented 
on Exhibit E. 


Trust Funds 

The trust fund investments were examined and 
all income received appeared to have been properly 
expended. 

General 

A net overdraft in the amount of $600.41 has been 
charged to the Net Deficit account. The Attorney 
General has rendered an opinion on this point and 
it is included for the benefit of the municipal officers. 

“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 

of the articles in the warrant calling the meet- 

ing providing for the expenditure of money. 

The officers should not spend more than the 

taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, un- 

less the statute expressly authorizes an ex- . 

penditure in excess of the appropriation.” 
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The provision of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures 
of monies for highway purposes and permit over- 
drafts in cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% 
of the appropriation. 


The 1947 excise tax receipts, No. 146 to 462, and 
those for 1948, No. 1 to 158, were checked from the 
copies of the receipts and it was ascertained that all 
collections had been deposited with the Treasurer.

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Municipal Officers’ Report and 
Recommendations 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newcasile, 
Greetings, 


We, the Selectmen of the Town, respectfully sub- 
mit to you, the Annual Report for the year 1948-49 
with our recommendations for the coming year. 


The financial report shows a decided gain in our 
net surplus, despite the overdrafts. 

As usual, the Auditor’s report is list year’s, this 
year’s report has been audited and pronounced correct, 
and will be published next year. 

We have reconditioned the Sheepscott-North New- 
castle Road from Fred Marsh’s to Joseph Hodgkins’, 
rebuilt a section of the Special Resolve Road, com- 
pleted the fill and surfaced the North Newcastle-Alna 
Road Hill, built and surfaced the Trask Road, rebuilt 
the Lynch Road from Edison School to the Bridge and 
patched the rest of the Common Roads. 


The Pond Road has been designated as a State Aid 
Project for this year, and the money appropriated 
last year and this year for Third Class Maintenance 
will go towards rebuilding the road from Edgecomb 
Town Line by Paul Sherman’s property. 

Academy Hill Road has been rebuilt or recondi- 
tioned as far as Blynne Allen’s and taken over by the 
State. This was a much longer piece than the appro- 
priation was meant to cover, hence the large over- 
draft. 


The Pond Road bridge was removed and a large 
culvert installed in its place. The Fish Stream bridge 
was entirely rebuilt with the help of the Town of 
Nobleboro, and the remainder of the bridges were 
patched up. 
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We feel that better results would be obtained on 
the common road maintenance work, by the election 
or appointment of one Road Commissioner and make 
it a full time. He would have the spending of all the 
Common Road money, subject to the Selectmen’s su- 
pervision, and it wouldn’t be necessary for him to 
seek additional work to make his living, to the detri- 
ment of our road work. He would patrol the roads 
regularly especially in the spring and fall and make 
the repairs as he found them. Also he would be re- 
sponsible for patching the Tarred Roads. He would. 
use his own truck and be provided a helper when nec- 
essary. 


As you read through this Town Report as a whole, 
you have noticed no double that it is slightly different 
from reports of the past. The Selectmen have tried 
to make the report as clear as we know how, and 
have made the changes in its style to accord with 
what we think is the desire of the majority of the 
citizens. Your Selectmen have to depend on you voic- 
ing your opinions to them, and they welcome your 
suggestions. 

It would save the taxpayers considerable money 
if they would pay their taxes as soon as possible, (even 
in installments if that would be éasier). as the Select- 
men have to borrow money to carry on Town affairs 
until the taxes come in, and the interest amounts to 
more than is generally realized. Please do not forget 
to declare (on or before April 1) your list of taxable 
property as required by law, either by mail or in 
person.

Newcastle-Nobleboro Fishery 
CLERK’S REPORT FOR THE SEASON OF 1948 


The run at the Fish Stream this year was very 
satisfactory, 2086 two hundred pound barrels were de- 
livered to the Green Island Packing Company of 
Rockland which processed them at the Fish House, 
and 194 barrels were sold at the stream. 


Due to the extensive repairs in 1946, the main- 
tenance bill for this season was comparative light. 


Some work was done on the Lock Stream, but con- 
siderable more should be done this coming spring. 
Towards this work, the Home Port Fish Company, 
the holder of the contract for the next three years, has 
contributed the sum of $200.00. 


‘The three year contract, entered into with the 
Green Island Packing Company of Rockland, expired 
with the close of the 1948 run, and a new three year 
contract was entered into with the Home Port Fish 
Company, an affiliate of the Green Island Packing 
-~ Company, for $1.50 per two hundred pound barrel. 


Contrary to the general belief, the market for 
alewives has dropped off considerably in the last few 
years and the Fishery is very fortunate in being able 
to make such an advantageous contract with such a 
reliable concern. The only reason this was possible is 
that the alewive run comes in between the busy sea- 
sons of packing other kinds of fish.

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Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Newcastle: 


It is a privilege to submit my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools for the municipal year. 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
While there are occasional changes in the teaching 
personnel and pupil enrollment, the following tabula- 
tion shows the assignment of teachers and enrollment 
of pupils by classrooms at the beginning of, the fall 
term September 13, 1948:

SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT GROUPS 

Mention should be made of some of the contribu- 
ticns to the various schools. At the Edison school the 
parents have recently organized a School Improve- 
ment League. Through their efforts the youngsters 
have received many special benefits. One parent very 
generously donated a piano. A radio-phonograph com- 
bination has been ordered also. Arrangements are 
being made to furnish the material and install a set 
of swings. One of the pupils constructed a basketball 
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backstop, and the League provided the necessary 
equipment. The parents at the Pond Road School 
furnished the material, constructed, and installed an 
excellent set of swings. These swings are filling a 
real need on the playground. At the Village school 
the members of the Parent-Teacher Association have 
equipped the building with germicidal lights. The 
children are having the benefits of a radio-phonograph 
combination purchased by the Association. These sup- 
plement the sound moving picture projector contrib-' 
uted previously. A set of swings has been remodeled 
and the teeter-boards were planned and repaired. A 
set of steel swings has been ordered for the grammar 
school pupils at a cost of about $138.00. Individual 
parents have made many valuable contributions. For 
example, two parents installed a basketball backstop 
for the use of the older children. One parent made 
and donated a been bag board for the primary room. 
Fixtures for an electric light at the entrance of the 
school building were donated and installed by two 
parents. With the assistance of the principal and 
school custodian the pupils made and sold Christmas 
wreaths, and earned a sufficient amount to purchase 
basketball suits for the boys and girls. The custodian 
has devoted many hours coaching the children in 
basketball. Parents, citizens, teachers and pupils have 
made valuable contributions not only in material ways, 
but also by the encouragement that this active per- 
sonal interest was given the boys and girls. 


SCHOOL BUILDING FACILITIES 

Reference has been made to the proposal to pro- 
vide additional school building facilities in a number 
of previous school reports. During the year, your 
Committee has worked out a plan to make available 
additional rooms to house the present and anticipated 
increased enrollment of elementary school children in 
the Village, and make it possible to convey some or 
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all of the children of the upper grades living in the 
rural districts to this central school on occasions when 
such action is feasible. Members of your Superintend- 
ing School Committee have given a great deal of 
study to the problem, consulted with Mr. W. O. Bailey, 
Deputy Commissioner of Education, and inspected new 
buildings recently constructed in other towns. It is my 
understanding that the Committee will have a definite 
plan ready for your consideration at the annual town 
meeting. Under the present conditions, it is always 
difficult and frequently impossible to recruit properly 
certified teachers in case of vacancies. Adequate addi- 
tional housing facilities at the Village school should 
take care of the present increased enrollment, and 
also provide for any probable emergency in the rural 
district that might result from the loss of teachers or 
other unfavorable developments. 

The following outline of the school enrollment by 
grades at the time schools opened last September is 
submitted to give an over-all picture of the pupil classi- 
fication:

HEALTH OF PUPILS 
The completed report of your Public Health Nurse, 
Esther K. Long, R. N., will undoubtedly appear in 
another section of the Town Report. In summary, I 
summary, I wish to quote from Mrs. Long’s report as 
follows: “Three child health conferences were held in 
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Newcastle during the summer months with a total 
attendance of forty-eight infants and pre-school chil- 
dren. Physical examinations and immunizations for 
smallpox( diphtheria and whooping cough were given 
by the physician. All children entering school for the 
first time last fall were particularly invited to attend 
in order that they might be protected against some 
of the communicable diseases and the need for cor- 
rection of any defects could be interpreted to the 
parent. With this preparation the child begins his 
school experience in the best possible physical con- 
dition. In order to provide for the maintenance of 
good health and the early detection and correction of 
defects throughout the school, physical examinations 
by a physician in the school on alternate years have 
been recommended. This may be a health project your 
community would like to consider for the coming 
year.” 


Many teachers feel that they should know more 
about children’s health problems. It is important that 
they should be able to recognize children with signs 
and symptoms of substandard health. Through the 
assistance of Mrs. Long and Director Richardson of 
the State Department of Physical Education, special 
attention has been given to methods of detecting and 
preventing the spread of communicable diseases. 
Director Richardson discussed the important subject 
of child health at a group meeting of all of the element- 
ary teachers of the Union called for this purpose. 
This was part of the program of the State agencies to 
help teachers to become more alert to signs of sub- 
standard health that may be observed by the teacher’s 
daily contact with the child. 

It is of interest to mention that members of the 
Superintending School Committee of all of the towns 
of this union—Newcastle, Bristol, Damariscotta, and 
South Bristol—are practically unanimous in express- 
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ing an interest in the plan to introduce a state ap- 
proved course in music or music and art into the 
school program under the direction of an instructor to 
be employed jointly by the towns. Because the cost 
for such a program has appeared to be prohibitive in 
the past, no favorable action has ever been taken by 
the town. Under this plan the division of the cost 
prorated in proportion to the service rendered to each 
town, and the further reduction in expense that would 
result from the allocation of State money for the in- 
structor, would greatly reduce the necessary expendi- 
ture for any one town. The need for an instructor in 
music has been mentioned from time to time by par- 
ents and citizens of Newcastle. Instruction in music 
and art can offer a real contribution in helping pre- 
pare our youngsters for future vocational undertakings 
and, in addition, provide valuable educational experi- 
ences that everyone can share,

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pupils. In some cases the teaching service has been 
outstanding—not only in the field of instruction, but 
also in the success of making adjustments to meet 
the needs of the individual pupils. To date no serious 
instances of absence or misbehavior of pupils have 
been reported by your teachers to the Committee. The 
members of your Superintending School Committee 
have given a great deal of time and attention to the 
duties connected with the administration of the 
schools. From time to time they have been instru- 
mental in clearing up several very difficult questions. 
I wish to mention also the helpful co-operation of your 
teachers, municipal officers, and citizens.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF NEWCASTLE 
February 21, 1948 to February 19, 1949 


An audit has been completed of the books and 
records of the Town of Newcastle for the year ended 
February 19, 1949. This examination was conducted 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards and included such procedures and test checks as 
were deemed necessary. 


CASH 
The cash balance of $6,395.79 at February 19, 1949, 
which was in agreement with the records of the Treas- 
urer, was reconciled with the bank statement of the 
First National Bank of Damariscotta. 


From an analysis of the receipts issued by the 
Treasurer and the deposits, it was ascertained that all 
cash recorded as received had been deposited in the 
bank. 


Disbursements were made by check from war- 
rants properly authorized by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 
Accounts receivable amounted to $97.00 at Feb- 
ruary 19, 1949. This amount was comprised of items 
due from the State for charity expenditures and from 
the Tax Collector for 1949 excise taxes. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1948 commitment of taxes, which amounted 
to $49,839.59, was added and compared with the records 
of the Assessors and found in agreement. Supple- 
mental taxes for 1948 in the amount of $437.28 were 
collected. The balance due from the Collector on this 
commitment was represented by a list of unpaid taxes 
according to the records of the Collector.

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The detail of prior years’ taxes receivable is pre- 
sented on Schedule A-11. 


Requests for verification were mailed to a repre- 
sentative number of taxpayers whose accounts were 
outstanding at the year end. Any variations resulting 
from the return verifications will be made available 
to the Municipal Officers at a later date. 


TAX LIENS 
It was ascertained that the Tax Collector had se- 
cured all unpaid 1947 taxes which had been assessed 
against real estate with tax liens. All recorded cash 
collections were traced to the credit of the individual 
accounts and all unredeemed tax liens on file with 
the Treasurer were examined. 


TAX DEEDS 
At the close of the year, unpaid tax deeds amount- 
ed to $100.76. Due to the age of these deeds, a reserve 
of 50% is carried. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 
This account contains only the Harvey Cline 
property which is carried at a value of $5.00. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 

As per vote of the Town under Article 25 at the 
annual meeting, $500.00 was transferred to Common 
Schools and $1,000.00 to School Repairs. The balance 
of this fund amounts to $212.13 at the year end and 
is deposited in a savings account in the First National 
Bank of Damariscotta. This savings account was veri- 
fied by examination of the bank passbook. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES 


The reserve for authorized expenditures repre- 
sents the net unexpended balances of certain appro- 
priation accounts which have been carried forward to 
the ensuing year for expenditure. 
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SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of $5,635.66 at the 
end of the year as compared with a deficit of $346.32 
shown the year previous, reveals a beneficial change 
of $5,981.98 during the year under examination. A 
complete analysis of the items contributing to this 
change is presented on Exhibit E. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The time deposits and bonds representing the in- 
vestments of the Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds and 
Worthy Poor Funds were examined. 


All income received appeared to have been prop- 
erly accounted for. 
GENERAL 


Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation 
accounts, the summary of which is shown on Exhibit 
D. The Attorney General has rendered an opinion on 
this point and it is included for the benefit of the 
municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant calling the 
meeting providing for the expenditure of 
money. The officers should not spend more 
than the taxpayers appropriated at town 
meeting, unless the statute expressly author- 
izes an expenditure in excess of the appro- 
priation.” 
The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expendi- 
tures of monies for highway purposes and permit 


overdrafts in cases of emergencies to the extent of 
15% of the appropriation. 
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The following corporate surety bonds were found 
on file:

Tax Collector $3,000.00

During the year, notes payable amounting 
to $5,200.00 were paid in full, $2,200.00 being paid 
from the appropriation made at Town Meeting and 
$3,000.00 paid from general cash. 


The overlay of $1,986.69 was within the legal limit 
of 5% of the appropriations, plus State and County 
taxes. 


The 1948 excise tax receipts numbers 159 to 459, 
and those for 1949, numbers 1 to 124 were checked. 
It was ascertained that all collections had been de- 
posited with the Treasurer, with the exception of $6.00 
which was omitted from the cash sheet of the Collector 
and has been set up as an account receivable. 


The school balances as reflected by the Select- 
men’s records were compared with the records main- 
tained by the Superintendent of Schools and were in 
agreement. 


A test check was made of vouchers and pay rolls 
and all so examined appeared to be reasonable and 
proper charges and correctly recorded.

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Municipal Officers Report and 
Recommendations for 1950-5] 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newcastle, Greetings: 


We, the SELECTMEN of TOWN, respectfully sub- 
mit to you, the annual report for the Year 1949-50, with 
our recommendations for the coming year. 


The Town’s Financial situation is good, despite the 
fact that we are heavily in debt for the addition to the 
Village School and are faced with a large outlay for 
the Dyers River Bridge. The Budget Committee has 
been very cooperative this year and with the help of 
the School Commiitee we have succeeded in keeping 
the proposed Budget down to a much lower figure than 
was anticipated, and unless the unforseen happens 
we will be able to hold the Tax Rate down to last 
year’s figure. 


We have a considerable sum to apply to the Dyers 
River Bridge Project, listed in the Warrant for the 
Voters’ consideration. 


There were several overdrafis shown in the Fi- 
nancial Report. 


The Common Roads Account was kept as low 
as possible when you stop to consider the mileage of 
common roads that this money has to take care of. 


The Cutting Bushes Account is still smaller than 
it would have been had we done all of this type of 
work that we should do. It is obviously impossible to 
accomplish in a year or two, what should have been 
done over the past several years. 


The Snow Removal Account was overdrawn due 
to the fact that we paid $500.00 in advance of the actual 
due dates, money that ordinarily would come out of 
next year’s appropriation. 
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The Tarring Roads Account had no appropriation 
allotted to it except the balance of last year’s account, 
and this was found to be much too little. The roads 
needing tar were much more numerous than we had 
anticipated. 


The Mothers’ Aid Account had to provide for 
two additional families and no doubt will have to be 
increased again this year, due to the fact that the 
State is being more particular in finding the Town of 
Settlement. 


The Newcastle Fire Company needed a new ladder 
and a better type of pump for the Tank Truck, also 
the additional truck has crowded the engine house to 
a point where they had to have more room, at the re- 
quest of the Fire Company the Selectmen decided to 
allow the additional expenditures. 


The work on the State Aid and 3rd Class Roads 
was stopped as soon as the Foreman had reached a 
safe stopping point. 


We have rebuilt another portion of the road from 
ALNA LINE towards North Newcastle. At the pres- 
ent rate it will take about 15 years to finish it. 


The work on the POND ROAD was started this 
year at the Jefferson Line and rebuilt to approximate- 
ly ELDON HUNT’S driveway about 750; as the re- 
mainder of this road was in very poor shape, it was 
decided to grade, partly gravel and tar it to beyond 
ROY WILSON’S. The remaining 5% of a mile should 
be resurfaced this year. 


The work on the LYNCH ROAD was continued to 
the bridge below WILDER DODGE’S, the old wooden 
bridge was removed and a large culvert installed, the 
fill from the MILLS ROAD was put in just beyond the 
bridge to serve as a base for the road work to be done 
this coming year. 


. — - oo 
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A part of the LEWIS ROAD and the section of 
road through the SHEEPSCOTT woods were tarred 
along with some of the VILLAGE STREETS. 


The EDGAR SMITH-PAUL SHERMAN ROAD, 
The SPECIAL RESOLVE ROAD from J. HODGKINS’ 
north about a mile and the NORTH NEWCASTLE 
ROAD from the GRANGE HALL to HILTON’S were 
slated for Tarring but it was decided to forget it for 
the present. 


After a hearing held at the ENGINE HOUSE, the 
PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION ordered the M. C. 
R. R. to install an audible and visible signal, and at the 
same time requested the Selectmen to have the road 
banks cut back to increase visibility. The State High- 
way Dept. offered to provide a power shovel to do the 
job, provided we would continue with the work and 
remove the dirt from the banks along the remainder 
of the MILLS ROAD, to facilitate snow removal and 
at the same time it would eliminate the blind exit from 
the TOWN DUMP, as well as provide us with a lot of 
cheap fill which we needed on the LYNCH ROAD 
project. The Signals are now installed. 


Some of the fill from the MILLS ROAD was used 
to build out the dangerous shoulders along AUSTIN 
AVENUE, and should be covered with gravel this 
coming year. 


As you have no doubt noticed the roads are being 
more heavily sanded this year, due to the fact that the 
distribution has been broken into five sections, and the 
work paid for by the hour. This has proved expensive 
and in view of this year’s experience the Selectmen 
should be able to do better next year. The amount 
paid out for plowing was excessive in view of the cost 
of the sanding, however, this was to be expected where 
the plowing was on a contract basis and the sanding 
being done by the hour. The Town stockpiled 660 
yards of sand and over 15000 pounds of salt. 


Se 
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The ROAD COMMISSIONER has done a good job 
this year, but we still feel that he should have his own 
truck, a light one would do, that he could haul a yard 
or yard and a half of gravel or tar patch in, and take 
care of the holes as he found them. A helper would 
be provided when necessary. 


We have two articles in the warrant this year to 
provide a reserve for the building of the Dyers River 
Bridge. There is a considerable difference of opinion 
as to what is desirable, but we think that it will have 
to be the least expensive proposition that will serve, 
without being too high in upkeep. At best it will cost 
12 to 15 thousand dollars if not more. We hope to have 
more definite figures to bring before the Town Meet- 
ing. : 


Both ends of the Dyers Neck Road are in very 
poor shape and we plan to do something about it this 
year. 


The Selectmen feel that due to its high cost to the 
Town, that we should not undertake to rebuild the 
North Newcastle Bridge this year. Our share of the 
cost would be $5,870.00, a large sum for such a small 
bridge.

On the whole parents and pupils have been very 
co-operative. Teachers report that, in general, pupils 
have been regular in attendance and well behaved. 
Your teachers have continued to give their best ef- 
forts to the management and instruction of the pupils. 
In my opinion, their efforts have been successful in 
promoting the best interests of the boys and girls. 
To the best of my knowledge the professional rating 
of your teachers, based on state standards, is superior 
to any group of teachers ever employed by the Town 
of Newcastle. All teachers have completed more than 
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the regular two-year normal course. Two teachers are 
three-year graduates and one teacher has earned cred- 
its for four years of professional training. Three of 
your teachers have been able to further up-grade their 
rating during the year by completing one or more 
professional courses with the University of Maine. 


Your School Committee has included items in the 
budget to cover anticipated costs of the most urgent 
repair and equipment needs. The budget includes 
estimates for painting and lighting at the Pond Road 
School; painting, grading and fencing at the Village 
School; and some minor repairs at the Edison School. 
Recommendations for flag and flagstaffs, and the most 
urgent needs for physical education and play equip- 
ment are also included in the budget any allowance for 
repairs and equipment.

MUSIC INSTRUCTION 
As recommended previously in the School Report, 
your Superintending School Committee employed a 
part-time state certified music instructor and intro- 
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duced a course in music in the schools. This course has 
been under the direction of Miss Barbara Barker who 
has been able to serve two other towns through a 
similar setup. Under this plan the division of the cost 
(for the instructor) prorated in proportion to the serv- 
ice rendered to each town, and the further offset in 
expense resulting from the allocation of State money 
for the instructor, greatly reduces the necessary ex- 
penditure for any one town. For the most part music 
in our schools has been left to classroom teachers in 
the past. This plan has worked out well only in cases 
where the teachers had a special aptitude or training 
in the work. Considering the fact that this is the first 
year that music has been a regular part of the school 
curriculum, I believe that the results are very satis- 
factory. The enthusiastic response of the youngsters 
to this program has been unexpectedly favorable. Of 
course, it is only through the continuation of this in- 
struction over a period of years that the full accumula- 
tive benefits of the course can be realized. 


TWO-ROOM ANNEX 

As authorized by special vote of the town, a two- 
room addition was constructed at the Village School 
by your Superintending School Committee, acting as 
a building committee. The new construction was com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy when school opened 
September 12. The corridor of the original building 
was extended for the annex and two classrooms built 
on each side of it. The chalk boards are green, on 
which yellow sight-protective crayons can be used. 
More recently the Parent Teacher Association has 
installed auxiliary germicidal lights as a health mea- 
sure. Installation cf plumbing, heating, and lighting 
are modern and all plans were approved by State 
Agencies. A complete excavation was made under the 
two-room annex and the basement with a cement floor 
was constructed. Stairways from the first floor and 
a passageway cut through from the basement of the 
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original building to this excavation make is possible 
to use this room for general school activities and as a 
play room. The voters of the town of Newcastle may 
feel justly proud that they have made this urgently 
needed addition to the school facilities possible. 


By employing four teachers at the Village, one for 
each room, it was possible to provide service, without 
over-crowding, for the pupils at North Newcastle. 
With this in mind and with the consent of the ma- 
jority of the parents in the district served, your Com- 
mittee suspended the school at North Newcastle for 
one year. Conveyance service for the elementary 
school children of this area to the Village School was 
provided through a contract with Mr. Richard Newell. 
Your School Committee under the school laws has 
authority to suspend the operation of an established 
school for only one year. For this reason the North 
Newcastle school must be reopened next September 
unless the Town votes to authorize the Committee to 
discontinue the school. “....In case any school shall 
hereafter have too few scholars for its profitable main- 
tenance, the superintending school committee may sus- 
pend the operation of such school for not more than 1 
year, but shall not close such school for a longer period 
nor again thereafter suspend operation of such school 
unless so instructed by the town... .” In order to 
bring this question to the attention of the Town for 
instructions, your Committee has voted to submit a 
written recommendation that the school should be 
closed and the pupils conveyed to the Village school. 


In closing I wish to acknowledge the helpful co- 
operation of your town Officials, parents, citizens, and 
teachers. Special mention should be made of the 
perserverance of the members of your Superintending 
School Committe who have given generously of their 
time to promote the school service. Your School Com- 
mittee also acted as the building committee in the 
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construction of the two room annex to the Village 


school. It is my understanding that the Committee 
will submit a special report to cover the building 
project.

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Public Health Nursing Annual 
Report — 1949 


During the past year when cases of diphtheria 
were reported in the schools there was little possi- 
bility of an epidemic, as school imunization clinics had 
been held in the spring, and in addition to the number 
of children previously protected, fifty-three children 
were immunized against diphtheria and fifty-three 
were given small pox vaccinations by Dr. Neil Par- 
sons. The audiometer was used in giving hearing tests 
to all school children above the third grades. This 
more accurate method for testing hearing is used 
every other year. 


Health examinations by a physician with parents 
present has been recommended by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. Such a service results in the early 
detection of defects which may be corrected and makes 
possible greatly improved health among young peo- 
ple. It is hoped that this service may be included in 
the school health program in 1950. 


Four very successful Child Health Conferences 
were held in the summer. Dr. Philip Sylvester served 
as clinic physician. Twenty-six infants and pre-school 
children were examined and twenty-two children re- 
ceived immunization for diphtheria and whooping 
cough. Tetanus toxoid was given to twenty-three chil- 
dren.

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Committee Report on Fire 
Protection Plan 


In accordance with the directive contained in Art- 
icle 29 Town Meeting Warrant 1949, a committee of 
three was appointed and has met several times with a 
like committee from the Town of Damariscotta and 
with officials of the Newcastle-Damariscotta Water Co. 


The Water Company proposal to give Newcastle 
fire protection, is in brief: to erect a standpipe on 
Academy Hill, 40 feet in diameter, 30 feet high, ca- 
pacity 300,000 gallons, all water mains to be 6 inch 
pipe, at present there are both 4 and 2 inch pipe being 
used. To install 20 hydrants in the village proper so 
that each dwelling would be within 500 feet of a 
hydrant. 


The total valuation of Newcastle is $770,640, 42 per 
cent of this total, or $322,105, would have complete 
coverage under this fire protection plan. The principle 
is twofold; the Town to protect its assets, potential in- 
come in the form of taxable property -and to render... 
a service to its citizens which would also include a~ 
substantial reduction in insurance rates. A heavy fire 
loss within the village proper would necessitate a 
higher tax rate to compensate the loss of taxable prop- 
erty. Charred remains of dwellings have little or no 
value for tax purposes. 


Water pressure would be increased greatly, re- 
pairs to mains or pump breakdown would not mean an 
immediate loss of pressure as tank capacity would be 
doubled under the new plan. 


The annual revenue to the Water Co. for installa- 
tion of this fire protection plan would be $4800. The 
cost to Newcastle would be $3600 annually, leaving 
the balance of $1200.to be paid by Damariscotta for 
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increased water pressure which would double the ef- 
ficiency of their hydrants for fire fighting purposes. 


We respectfully submit this report for considera- 
tion by the citizens.
